A Nicaraguan rebel radio broad­ 
cast heard in Coata Rica claimed 
the rebel fighting force totaled 421 
persons 
and 
included 
students 
from U. S., European and Latin- 
American univ ersities. There was 
no confirmation in Managua, how­ 
ev er, that the initial force had 
been swelled by additional inv a­ 
sions or local recruits. 
The first airborne landing came 
Sunday near Santo Tomas, east of 
Lak e 
Nicaragua.

Guard communique said the force 
of about 50 was sent “ fleeing in 
disorder” into the mountains. An­ 
other report said Nicaraguan air 
force planes attack ed them again 
Monday, causing "heav y damage 
and slowing them down.” 
Somoza said the second wav e— 
about 25 men flying in a plane 
stolen from the Costa Rican Air­ 
line—was 
“ practically 
finished” 
soon after it landed near Mats- 
galpa, 60 miles northeast of the 
capital.

army, reported 
that air force planes attack ed the 
second plane before it could be 
I We.r« rescued, but no major cas 
unloaded and It exploded.

1,000 basements were flooded in 
the suburb. Stapleton declared a 
state of emergency and the Ohio 
National Guard was called out. 
A state of emergency was de­ 
clared in Eastlak e when the rain- 
swollen Chagrin Riv er spilled ov er 
into lowlands 
and police began 
ev acuating 
residents 
along 
the 
riv er’s edge. The emergency was 
called off four hours later after 
the riv er had subsided. 
In Univ ersity Heights, 3 9 inches 
of rain was recorded in a little 
more than an hour. Howev er, the 
rainfall v aried in other sections 
and the Weather Bureau at Clev e­ 
land {k ipsk ins Airport on the city’s 
southwest side reported a total of 
only .79 inch.

was hard hit, with more than 3,5 
inches of rain recorded in four and 
a half hours. Bridge Creek Dam 
in Auburn brok e, flooding Auburn 
Road and basements in nearby 
home*. Three bridges were report­ 
ed washed out on rural roads.

heav iest flooding 
was in Clev eland's Univ ersity Cir­ 
cle area on the east side. 
Two buses were almost com­ 
pletely submerged by water there, 
and occupants had to tak e refuge 
on top of the v ehicles before be­ 
ing rescued by fire department 
and Coast Guard boats.

“ He is responding in some ways 
but’ he is somewhat resistant to 
more thorough examinations,” Dr. 
John B. Truslow said in the latest 
of

about the Louisiana chief execu­ 
tiv e. 
In reply to questions, Dr. Trus 
low told newsmen Gov . Long was 
not v iolent and had not been con­ 
fined in a straitjack et. 
The gov ernor, a brother of the 
late U.S. Sen. and Gov . Huey P. 
Long, flew to Galv eston Saturday 
and entered a priv ate psychiatric 
clinic at John Sealy Hospital. Dr 
Truslow is director of the 
Uni­ 
v ersity of Texas medical branch 
which operates the hospital. 
Gov . Long had “ an extremely 
easy” day, 
slept two or three 
hours and saw sev eral members 
of his family Monday, Dr, Trus­ 
low said. 
Specialists examining the gov ­ 
ernor will require another day or 
two to arriv e at a definite diag­ 
nosis 
and 
start 
treatment, 
the 
physician said. A hospital bulletin 
said a mild bronchial congestion 
was clearing up.

Hit by Floods 


Torrential Rains 
Cause Heavy Damage 


CLEVELAND (A P) — G reater 
Cleveland’s south side mopped up 
today in the wake of flash floods 
resulting from torrential rains that 
caused dam age estim ated to run 
into millions of dollars. 
Dozens of marooned motorists 
and occupants of two flooded buses 
were rescued, but no m ajor cas­ 
ualties were reported in Monday’s 
floods. Thirty-three persons were 
treated for exposure. 
The m ajor dam age consisted of 
streets ripped apart, thousands of 
basem ents flooded, storm sewers 
ruined and sidewalks uprooted.

Celebrezze told city officials that 
dam age to public property alone 
in the city might exceed one mil­ 
lion dollars.

University Heights estim ated the 
loss in that southeast suburbs at 
$300,000. He called it the worst 
flood since 1942. 
In Shaker Heights, M ayor Wil­ 
son G. Stapleton estim ated dam ­ 
age to streets at $100,000. Nearly 
1,000 basem ents were flooded in 
the suburb. Stapleton declared a 
state of em ergency and the Ohio 
National Guard was called out. 
A state of em ergency was de­ 
clared in Eastlake when the rain- 
swollen Chagrin River spilled over 
into lowlands and police 
began 
evacuating 
residents 
along 
the 
river’s edge. The em ergency was 
called off four hours later after 
the river had subsided. 
In University Heights, 3 9 inches 
of rain was recorded in a little 
more than an hour. However, the 
rainfall varied in other sections 
and the W eather Bureau at Cleve­ 
land Hopskins Airport on the city’s 
southwest side reported a total of 
only .79 inch.
